Because  Avila's  percentage  of  alumni 
giving  rose  steadily  from  .5%  in  1971 
to  34%  in  1976,  the  college  is  eligible 
to  share  $50,000  in  grants  from  CASE.

Who  Learns  from  Continuing  Ed? 
Ask  Susan. 


«i  alumni  want  to  know  about  the  Continuing  Education  programs  at 

I said  to  Dr.  Susan  Imel,  Director  of  that  department.  "What  do  you 
do  for  people  who  already  have  their  degree?" 

"C.E.  at  Avila,"  laughed  Susan,  "is  primarily  for  people  who  have  a degree. 

It's  not  generally  'leisure  time.' " 

Turning  in  her  cubbyhole  of  an  office,  Susan  paused  to  answer  her  phone 
and  make  a notation,  then  briefly  instructed  her  secretary  who  popped 
in  from  a neighboring  cubicle.  Susan's  work  space  was  crammed  into  the  far 
quarter  of  a labyrinth  of  reclaimed  offices  in  an  atrium  of  O'Rielly  Hall.  Only 
the  outside  wall,  completely  windowed,  alleviated  the  atmosphere  of  crowding. 

"The  C.E.  program,"  she  went  on,  "is  designed  for  individuals  who  want 
to  acquire  specific  knowledge  to  supplement  their  degree.  These  are  courses 
with  no  prerequisites. 


"A  big  contribution  we  can  make  with  continuing  education,  of  course,  is  to 
H^ple  who  need  to  have  a record  of  their  professional  increments.  We  keep  a 
^Fnanent  transcript  of  Continuing  Education  Units  (CEU's). 


"This  applies  particularly  to  persons  in  nursing  and  allied  health  fields,  but 
the  mandatory  C.E.  requirements  are  affecting  more  than  the  medical 
profession.  For  instance,  under  the  new  Social  Work  relicensing  law  in  Kansas, 
social  workers  must  have  a record  of  120  clock  hours  of  C.E.  every  four  years." 


"How  do  you  see  C.E.  as  applying  to  Avila  graduates  specially?"  I asked. 


"I  see  it  as  an  opportunity  for  them  to  come  back  and  participate  in 
activities.  C.E.  is  planned  to  fit  into  their  schedules,  as  most  of  the  classes  meet 
on  evenings  or  Saturdays. 


"For  alumni  in  specific  professional  areas,  it's  a good  chance  to  update  and 
keep  abreast.  Nurses,  for  instance,  can  keep  in  touch  through  C.E.  while 
home  raising  their  kids." 

you  have  any  C.E.  offerings  lined  up  for  the  fall?"  I asked. 

"Well,"  Susan  thought  for  a minute.  "We're  going  on  with  the  Topics  in 
Pathophysiology  Dr.  Edward  Donovan  started  last  year.  They  were  very 
successful. 


"Also,  we're  coordinating  a Primary  Nursing  Care  Conference  at  the  Plaza 
Hilton,  October  13  and  14.  A team  from  the  Bay  Front  Medical  Center  in 
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St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  is  coming  to  conduct  the  conference.  This  is  a chance 
for  nurses,  educators  and  hospital  administrators  to  upgrade  their  backgrounds. 

"I  mentioned  to  you  earlier  that  we  were  entering  into  a joint  agreement  with 
the  Real  Estate  Board  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  to  offer  C.E.  courses  in  the 
real  estate  area.  The  first  pre-licensing  course  started  here  at  Avila  May  12. 

"We  had  a Writer's  Conference  here  on  May  14,  and  plan  to  have  more 
courses  in  creative  writing,  news  release  writing  and  so  on,  if  there's  a 
demand." 

"What  about  getting  C.E.  credit  for  some  of  the  academic  classes?" 

"Oh,  sure,"  Susan  said.  "We  have  many  classes  throughout  the  year  that 
give  either  academic  credit  or  C.E.  units.  It  works  well  either  way. 

"We  don't,  however,  foresee  dealing  with  teachers,  as  teachers  are  degree 
seeking  and  need  credit  courses.  We  also  don't  plan  to  sponsor  business 
courses  in  the  near  future."  She  responded  to  the  phone  again,  while 
I pondered. 

"Why  does  someone  get  a Ph.D.  in  Continuing  Education?"  I inquired. 

She  laughed  again.  "I  could  never  decide  what  I wanted  to  be  when  I grew  up." 

Hoosier  Susan  said  that  after  securing  a degree  in  Social  Studies  from 
Indiana  University,  she  taught  English  for  three  years,  then  obtained  a 
Master's  Degree  in  Library  Science  from  the  University  of  Michigan.  Being  a 
high  school  librarian  did  not  enchant  her.  As  a result  of  working  with  the  Girl 
Scouts  in  a summer  program,  Susan  became  a field  director  and  found 
she  enjoyed  working  with  adults.  She  remained  in  this  work  for  three 
years,  as  she  discovered  she  had  real  ability  to  do  administrative  work. 

After  her  stint  with  the  Girl  Scouts,  Susan  returned  to  academia  to  study 
adult  education  with  no  idea  of  obtaining  a Ph.D.  But  the  Girl  Scout  national 
training  program  had  given  excellent  preparation  in  management  and  supervisory 
techniques,  so  Susan  found  herself  ready  for  an  advanced  degree.  To  support 
herself,  she  sold  coats  and  dresses  at  Sears  for  three  years. 

'I'm  a generalist;  I don't  have  a specific  background.  I like  challenge,  and 
'm  bored  by  routine." 

"I'm  working  on  getting  some  portions  of  my  dissertation  published,  especially 
the  review  of  literature  chapter.  What's  it  on?  It's  entitled  Program  Evaluation 
in  Postsecondary  Adult  and  Continuing  Education.  People  don't  think  disserta- 
tions are  very  interesting,  but  mine's  an  exception,"  she  chuckled.  "I  thought 
the  subject  was  interesting,  information  people  need  to  know." 

"My  future  plans  at  Avila  include  trying  to  get  program  areas  developed  in 
social  work  and  allied  health,  and  to  advance  flexible  and  timely  general 
programs.

"Before  I leave,"  I said,  "would  you  like  to  comment  on  the  inclusion  of  the 
Whitfield  Continuing  Education  Centre  in  the  new  Hooley-Bundschu  Library?" 

Susan  gestured  toward  her  crowded  surroundings.  "I  think  it  shows  Avila's 
commitment  to  Continuing  Education.  It  recognizes  that  C.E.  has  merits  of  its 
own.  I'm  anticipating  the  completion  of  the  building  and  the  move  to  our  new 
quarters.  In  fact.  I'm  so  happy  I can  hardly  stand  it.  I'll  be  able  to  get  a room 
to  hold  a program  in.  It's  very  exciting,  both  personally  and  professionally,  to 
be  involved  at  this  stage  of  the  development  of  Avila's  Continuing  Education 
program."
